Dear Mr. Donelan: 

We are in receipt of your letter of 3 March requesting 
information on CIA's activities overseas, to provide to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, in conjunction with the Department of 
State's request for authorization for its appropriations under 
P. D. 92-226, dated 7 February 1972. 

The amendment to section 15(b) of 22 U.S. C. 2680, 
contained in section 407 of P, L. 92-226, requires the Depart- 
ment of State to keep the Committee on Foreign Relations of 
the Senate and the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House 
of Representatives fully informed with respect to all activities 
and responsibilities within the jurisdiction of these committees 
and provides that any Federal agency can furnish information 
requested by either such committee relating to any such activity 
or responsibility. 

The activities and responsibilities of this Agency overseas 
are not within the jurisdiction of the committees specified, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the National Security Act of 
1947, as amended, and the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 
1949, as amended, we are unable to supply the information, 
requested.

Dear Mr. Helms: 

The Department of State is now required by P«L* 92-226, dated February 7 3 1972, 
to seek authorization of appropriations for its activities. In this connection 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
have requested certain material on all U.S. Government activities overseas, spec- 
ifically, information on the purpose, functions, staffing and costs, of all other 
USG overseas programs. 

The authorization hearings will begin February 28, 1972. I request your coop- 
eration in preparing and forwarding the necessary information to the Department 
as quickly as possible. To expedite replies, I have taken the liberty of sending 
copies of this request directly to the budget officers within your Department or 
Agency. 

Information submitted should bear the security classification "Unclassified" and 
should be available to the Congressional Committees. In the event that any of 
the overseas programs of your Department or Agency are classified, please submit 
the requested information by separate communication bearing the appropriate secu- 
rity classification. This information will be released to the Committees only 
with your prior approval. 

To facilitate compilation of this material, I will appreciate your submitting 
the information on the attached format in an original and one copy. Data on 
overseas staffing and costs should agree with your FY 1973 budget estimates. 
Please submit a separate report for each distinct overseas program. 

Since this is the first time that the Department of State has been requested to 
seek authorizing legislation, I cannot predict the extent to which the Committ- 
ees will concern themselves with the programs of other agencies. In the event, 
however, that questions arise which cannot be answered by the requested data, 
please provide me with the name of an official who can be contacted for further 
information.

Once again, I appreciate your cooperation.
